Coal  mining  is  the  chief  industry  in  the  area.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  year  better  time  was  worked,  but  the  extension  of 
mechanisation  in  pits  is  reducing  the  number  of  men  required. 

There  are  no  occupations  in  the  district  which  appear  to 
have  a  prejudicial  effect  on  the  health  of  the  workers. 

The  total  insured  population  in  the  district  is,  approximately 
5,130  and,  during  the  year,  466  were  totally  unemployed.

The  accompanying  tables  show  in  detail  the  Clinics  serving 
the  inhabitants  of  this  area  and  details  of  the  work  carried  out. 


The  attendances  at  the  various  clinics  were  very  satisfactory 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  services  provided  by  the 
Council  are  used  to  such  a  full  extent.  As  soon  as  possible  after 
the  10th  day  from  the  birth  of  the  child  the  Health  Visitor  visits 
the  mother,  advises  re  feeding,  etc.,  and  invites  the  mother  and 
baby  to  attend  the  Welfare  Clinics. 


It  must  be  remembered  that  the  main  objects  of  Welfare 
Centres  are  the  maintenance  of  health,  the  prevention  of  causes 
that  lead  to  ill-health,  the  detection  of  abnormalities,  and  the 
teaching  of  mothercraft.  They  are  not  intended  for  the  treatment 
of  acute  disease  and,  therefore,  children  requiring  anything  beyond 
very  minor  treatment  are  referred  to  their  own  doctors.

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

As  a  result  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  the  County  Council, 
as  the  supervising  Authority,  has  arranged  for  three  full  time 
County  Midwives  to  work  in  this  area. 

On  receipt  of  circular  No.  1622  from  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Committee.  As  the  only  provision 
of  beds  for  ante-natal  cases  and  complicated  maternity  cases  is 
at  Mansfield  Hospital,  and  the  few  beds  there  serve  a  big  population, 
it  was  recommended  that  a  meeting  of  local  authorities  be 
held  to  discuss  the  question.  So  far  such  a  meeting  has  not  been 
arranged.  It  is  hoped  that  the  County  Council  may  now  be  able 
to  do  something  to  solve  the  problem. 
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ANTE-NATAL  CENTRE. 


The  percentage  of  mothers  who  gave  birth  to  children  during

As  reported  previously,  there  is  need  for  an  ante-natal  clinic 
at  Forest  Town.  The  Committee  considered  this  question  and 
it  has  now  been  decided  to  establish  a  clinic  to  be  held  one  session 
per  month.  This  session  will  replace  one  of  the  sessions  held  at 
Mansfield  Woodhouse. 

On  receipt  of  Circular  No.  1622  from  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
a  report  was  submitted  recommending  the  appointment  of  an 
Ante-Natal  Consultant  for  cases  referred  from  the  ante-natal  clinic. 
This  report  was  adopted  and  Mr.  H.  J.  Malkin  will  act  as  consultant. 
Cases  will  be  seen  weekly  at  Mansfield  Hospital. 

POST  NATAL  CLINIC. 

Post  Natal  cases  are  seen  at  the  close  of  the  ante-natal  session. 
It  has  not  been  necessary  yet  to  establish  a  separate  clinic. 


ULTRA  VIOLET  RAY  CLINIC. 


The  arrangements  made  in  November,  1928,  for  the  treatment 
of  infants  and  children  of  not  more  than  five  years  of  age  at  the 
Sherwood  Colliery  Company's  Clinic  under  the  medical  supervision 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  have  been  continued  throughout 
the  year. 
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227  Attendances  have  been  made  by  patients  and  the  results 
on  the  whole  have  been  most  satisfactory.

ORTHOP7EDIC  TREATMENT. 


All  cases  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment  are  referred  to  the 
orthopaedic  clinic  provided  by  the  Mansfield  and  District  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Guild  at  the  Mansfield  Hospital.  The  Council  subscribe 
£40  per  annum  to  the  Guild.  In  addition,  this  Council  has  helped 
4  cases  during  the  year  towards  the  cost  of  splints,  etc.,  at  a  cost 


of  £2  10s.  lid. 


A  total  of  229  attendances  was  made  by  cases  referred  from 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  1937,  as  against  31 1  in  1936.  Arrange¬ 
ments  can  also  be  made  (directly  or  indirectly)  for  the  admission 
of  approved  cases  into  the  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  Hospital 
for  in-patient  treatment. 

Excellent  results  have  been  obtained  by  the  Surgeon,  Mr. 
Malkin,  and  his  assistants,  in  all  cases  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic 
Clinic. 


SUPPLY  OF  MILK  AND  FOOD  TO  NECESSITOUS  CASES. 


A  sum  of  £88  was  expended  during  the  year  on  the  supply 
of  free  milk  and  infant  foods,  on  medical  grounds,  to  necessitous 
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cases.  The  supplies  were  issued  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  an  assistance  form  showing  the  income 
of  the  family  from  all  sources  has  to  be  completed  in  every  case 
and  signed  by  the  parents.  All  mothers  in  attendance  at  the 
infant  centres  can  purchase  dried  milk  and  infant  foods  at  cost 
price.

Your  Council  has  made 
provision  for  the  investigation  and  treatment  of  cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  and  for  the  hospital  treatment  of  complicated  maternity 


cases. 
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Cases  are  admitted  to  Mansfield  General  Hospital  and  the 
Nottingham  Women’s  Hospital,  Peel  Street,  Nottingham, 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

One  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  occurred  during  the  year. 

Mr.  H.  Jordan  Malkin  is  consultant  to  this  District  for  both 
Complicated  Maternity  Cases  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia.  His  services 
were  not  called  upon  during  the  year  as  in  all  cases  the  doctors 
in  attendance  sent  the  patients  direct  to  Hospital. ....

SECTION  C.— Sanitary  Circumstances  of 

the  Area. 


I  am  indebted  to  the  Surveyor,  Mr.  L.  Walker,  for  the  following 
notes  on  Water  Supply,  and  Sewerage  and  Drainage. 


Water  Supply. 

The  Council  undertakes  the  distribution  of  water  within  the 
Urban  District,  obtaining  a  supply  in  bulk  through  meters  from 
the  mains  of  the  Mansfield  Corporation. 

The  supply  is  constant,  sufficient  and  satisfactory,  the  sources 
being  deep  wells  sunk  into  the  hunter  beds  of  the  trias  at  Clipstone 
and  Rainworth,  the  pumping  main  from  the  latter  being  laid  through 
part  of  this  Urban  District. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Sherwood  Area  Water 
Authorities  Regional  Advisory  Committee  and  are  represented 
thereon  by  the  Chairman  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee. 

During  the  year  the  supply  to  Sherwood  Colliery  was  dis¬ 
continued  from  the  6-in.  supply  main  in  Debdale  Road  and  con¬ 
nected  to  the  main  supplying  the  Miners’  Welfare  Baths  at  the 
Colliery,  with  a  view  to  improving  the  supply  to  Debdale  Hall 
and  incidently,  to  increase  the  pressure  in  Mansfield  Woodhouse. 
Arrangements  have  also  been  made  whereby  the  Mansfield  Corpora¬ 
tion  will  extend  their  8-in.  main  along  Woodhouse  Road,  for  a 
distance  of  approximately  350  yards,  to  the  boundary  with  this 
Urban  District,  where  the  Council  propose  to  make  a  connection 
thereto,  thus  further  improving  the  supply  to  the  Mansfield 
Woodhouse  portion  of  the  district. 
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Extensions  to  mains,  as  hereunder,  were  made  during  the 
year  to  afford  supplies  for  building  development  — 

3-ins.  Diameter. 

Leeming  Lane  (A.  Farnsworth's  Estate)..  190  yards.

The  average  total  consumption  of  water  per  head  per  day 
for  all  purposes  throughout  1937  was  21.85  gallons  and  the  average 
for  domestic  purposes  19.60  gallons. 

WELL  WATER  SUPPLIES,  ETC. 

There  are  only  nine  houses  in  the  district  without  the  public 
water  supply  laid  on  to  or  near  the  premises.  Of  these,  4  are 
supplied  by  private  wells,  4  have  spring  water  (3  supplied  by 
hydraulic  ram)  and  one  house  has  the  public  water  supply  con¬ 
veyed  from  other  premises. 

No  samples  of  well  water  were  taken  for  analysis  during  the 
year. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  were  no  extensions  of  public  sewers  during  1937,  but 
additional  lengths  of  sewers  on  private  estates  were  laid  by  building 
owners,  as  hereunder,  and  connected  to  the  public  sewers  : — 

A.  Farnsworth’s  Estate,  Leeming  Lane. 

H.  Rouse  &  Sons’  Estate,  Rushpool  Ridge. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  whole  of  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  the  Pleasley 
Vale  area,  is  up-to-date  in  the  matter  of  Sewage  Disposal,  new 
schemes  having  been  completed  for  the  Forest  Town  and  Mansfield 
Woodhouse  portions  of  the  district  in  1930  and  1933  respectively.

Regarding  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse  portion  of  the  district, 
the  Council  have  powers  under  the  Mansfield  Corporation  Act 
of  1905,  to  drain  from  a  defined  area  500  houses  into  the  Corpora¬ 
tion's  Works.  This  number  was  exceeded  during  the  year  and 
on  the  31st  December,  the  number  connected  thereto  was  511. 

In  the  Forest  Town  portion  of  the  district,  a  joint  scheme 
for  the  drainage  and  disposal  of  sewage  is  undertaken  by  the 
Southwell  Rural  District  Council,  the  Mansfield  Corporation  and 
this  Council,  the  latter  two  Authorities  paying  the  Rural  District 
Council  their  proportion  of  the  cost  of  disposal,  according  to  the 
number  of  houses  drained  into  the  sewers.  On  the  31st  December, 
the  number  of  houses  connected  thereto  was  836. 

In  connection  with  the  Pleasley  Vale  area,  as  stated  in  my 
notes  for  last  year,  the  question  of  satisfactory  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  facilities  has  been  under  consideration  for  a  number 
of  years.  There  are  approximately  36  houses  which  discharge 
sink  wastes  direct  into  the  River  Meden,  together  with  the  trade 
effluent  from  the  worsted  and  spinning  mills  in  the  Meden  Valley. 
The  joint  reports  referred  to  in  my  1936  notes  were  accepted,  and 
the  proposal  provisionally  agreed  upon  between  representatives 
of  the  Authorities  and  the  Firm,  but  the  preparation  of  an  actual 
scheme  is  awaiting  receipt  of  information  from  the  Firm.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  following  Report  on  House  Refuse  Removal  lias  been 
submitted  by  Mr.  L.  Walker,  Surveyor  to  the  Council. 
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The  work  of  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  transport  and  staff,  under 
the  control  and  supervision  of  the  Surveyor. 

Reports  of  work  undertaken  are  forwarded  by  the  Foreman 
to  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  keeps  the  records  and  also  gives 
general  supervision  in  connection  therewith.

One  man  is  employed  continuously  on  the  tips,  Candlemas 
Cliff  and  Mansfield  Woodhouse  Playing  Fields,  which  have  been 
kept  in  good  order. 

The  practice  of  tipping  a  portion  of  the  dry  refuse  from  the 
Mansfield  Woodhouse  area  of  the  district  on  land  forming  part 
of  the  Playing  Fields,  for  levelling  up  purposes,  has  been  continued 
during  the  year,  and  the  number  of  loads  tipped  during  that  period 
was  2,603  by  lorries  and  509  bv  horse  and  cart.

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The  refuse  from  the  Forest  Town  portion  of  the  district  has 
been  tipped  solely  on  Candlemas  Cliff,  as  also  has  the  remainder 
from  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse  area. 

Regarding  Pleasley  Vale,  the  collecting,  removal  and  disposal 
is  still  being  undertaken  efficiently  and  satisfactorily  by  the  private 
Firm  who  own  all  the  properties  in  this  area.  The  Firm  raised 
the  question  of  the  treatment  of  the  trade  wastes  from  their 
factories  by  the  three  Authorities  concerned,  viz.  : — Mansfield 
Corporation,  Blackwell  Rural  District  Council  and  this  Council, 
and  subject  to  a  scheme  being  agreed,  the  provision  of  W.C’s. 
in  lieu  of  the  existing  pail  closets  both  at  the  factories  and  the 
houses  will  be  incorporated  therein.

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SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse  Urban 

District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  First  Annual 

Report. 

Actually  the  Report  covers  nine  months  of  my  own  work 
in  the  District  and  three  months  during  which  the  Sanitary  In¬ 
spection  of  the  District  was  supervised  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Ryder  (Clerk  in  the  Health 
Department). 

Much  of  my  time  has  been  taken  up  in  acquainting  myself 
with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area  and  in  re-organising 
the  methods  to  be  employed  in  my  endeavours  to  improve  these 
circumstances. 

I  find  that  there  is  much  work  required  to  be  done  in  the 
sphere  of  repairs  to  houses  and  the  paving  of  the  many  common 
yards,  and  this  work  I  have  been  able  to  put  in  motion  with  varying 
degrees  of  success.  There  are  still  several  houses  to  be  dealt 
with  as  unfit  and  beyond  repair  and  it  is  hoped  that  your  support 
will  be  given  to  the  clearing  of  these  undesirable  properties. 

New  legislation  introduced  during  the  year  will  be  of  con¬ 
siderable  assistance,  and  we  have  already  taken  advantage  of 
this  by  adopting  a  Regulation  type  of  dustbin,  which  will  be  of 


great  benefit.  It  is  also  hoped  to  improve  the  conditions  of  Fish 
Frying  premises  by  the  adoption  of  Byelaws  respecting  such  places. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks 
to  all  Members  of  the  Council  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  their  keen  interest  and  support  in  various  matters  and  problems 
to  which  I  have  drawn  attention,  respecting  the  health  of  the 
District,  and  I  also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work 
and  support  given  by  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  and 
for  the  ready  co-operation  of  all  the  Officials  of  the  Council.

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

During  the  year  7  complaints  were  received  and  15  visits 
were  made  to  premises  for  the  purposes  of  abating  the  infestation. 

National  Rat  Week. 


As  in  previous  years  special  action  was  taken  during  Rat 
Week.  Publicity  was  given  to  the  necessity  of  ridding  all  premises 
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of  rodents  and  endeavouring  to  make  premises  ratproof.  Posters 
were  widely  displayed  about  the  District  and  129  circular  letters 
and  leaflets  setting  out  various  methods  to  be  employed  in  destroying 
rodents  were  distributed  to  occupiers  of  premises  likely  to  be 
infested. 

Local  chemists  and  hardware  dealers  were  asked  to  co-operate 
by  advertising  and  displaying  suitable  baits,  poisons,  traps,  etc., 
for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  ;  and  the  special  attention 
of  the  Allotment  holders  was  drawn  to  the  efforts  to  be  made  to 
rid  the  District  of  Rats. 

The  Local  Authority  again  employed  a  Rat  Catcher  with 
dog  and  ferrets  to  clear  the  Refuse  Tips,  Sewage  Works  and  other 
Council  premises,  and  a  gassing  appliance  was  also  used  with  good 
effect.  Over  200  rats  were  accounted  for  during  Rat  Week,  and 
no  doubt  many  others  died  in  their  runs  as  a  result  of  gas.  One 
Colliery  in  the  District  reported  the  killing  of  27  and  stated  that 
as  a  result  of  regular  steps  being  taken  throughout  the  year,  a 
very  noticeable  diminution  of  rats  was  achieved.  This  proves 
that  if  every  occupier  of  premises  would  take  action  against  rats 
throughout  the  year,  the  rat  menace  would  quickly  disappear. 
During  the  year  information  was  received  of  a  total  of  780  rats 
having  been  destroyed. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Complaints  were  made  of  smoke  and  grit  being  emitted  from 
a  colliery  in  the  District.  Four  observations  of  the  chimney 
were  taken  with  results  of  two  minutes  black  smoke  on  one  occasion 
and  periods  of  other  than  black  smoke  amounting  to  12,  8,  5  and 
10  minutes.  I  inspected  the  colliery  plant,  boilers,  coal  washing 
and  cleaning  plants  and  formed  an  opinion  that  the  nuisance 
was  caused  by  grit  emitted  from  the  chimney.  The  matter  has 
been  taken  up  with  the  Company  and  steps  are  being  considered 
whereby  it  is  hoped  that  the  emission  of  grit  will  be  arrested. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1934. 


During  the  year,  95  inspections  were  made  of  shops  respecting

In  less  severe  cases,  eradication  has  been  obtained  by  the  use 
of  Sulphur  gas  and  vermicidal  solutions,  applied  by  the  Council’s 
Staff,  and  in  all  cases,  bedding  and  clothing  is  removed  to  the 
Council’s  steam  disinfector  and  dealt  with  by  the  Council’s  staff. 

In  all  cases  of  removal  of  displaced  persons  under  the  Housing 
Acts  to  Council  Houses,  the  bedding  is  steam  disinfected  and  other 
furniture  subjected  to  H.C.N.  in  a  gas-tight  van.  The  whole  of 
this  work  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
and  8  such  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

The  premises  of  all  prospective  tenants  for  Council  Houses 
are  inspected,  and  if  found  to  be  verminous,  are  treated  in  a  similar 
manner  to  those  people  displaced  by  action  under  the  Housing 
Acts.  Only  one  such  case  was  necessary  to  be  dealt  with  during 
the  year. 

Regular  visits  to  re-housed  tenants  are  paid  by  the  Health 
Visitor  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  special  attention  and 
advice  is  given  to  those  who  appear  to  be  in  need  of  same.  With 
very  few  exceptions  this  has  proved  to  be  successful  and  although 
some  houses  may  be  classed  untidy,  no  case  of  re-infestation  has 
occurred. 


OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

Mortuary. 

The  necessity  for  a  mortuary  and  post  mortem  room  was 
again  stressed  and  after  consideration  the  Committee  agreed  to 
this  provision.  It  is  hoped  that  the  necessary  alteration  to  the 
buildings  at  the  Sewage  Works  will  be  completed  in  the  near  future. 
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Schools. 

All  the  schools  in  the  area  are,  with  one  exception,  of  modern 
construction  and  well  equipped.  They  are  all  provided  with 
water  closets  and  the  public  water  supply. 

Co-operation  with  the  school  nurse  and  the  school  attendance 
officer  has  been  maintained  and  has  helped  in  controlling  the 
spread  of  infectious  disease.  It  was  not  necessary  to  close  any 
school  during  the  year.

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When  a  sample  is  unsatisfactory,  the  producer  if  within  the 
District  is  interviewed,  and  special  observations  of  his  methods 
are  taken,  and  where  the  milk  is  from  an  outside  source  the  pro¬ 
ducer  is  communicated  with.  In  one  particular  case  a  producer 
of  Pasteurised  milk  was  removed  from  the  County  Medical  Officer’s 
list  of  approved  contractors  to  schools  after  repeated  samples 
had  shown  that  the  milk  was  below  the  required  standard.  Altera¬ 
tions  have  now  been  made  to  the  particular  plant  which  is  outside 
this  district. 

The  results  of  the  examination  of  raw  milk  samples  vary. 
Strict  attention  to  the  provision  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order 
with  regard  to  the  grooming  of  cattle  before  milking,  and  the 
cleansing  and  sterilising  of  the  milk  vessels  should  give  milk  of 
at  least  accredited  standard.

Nutrition. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  films,  etc.,  to  increase  the  knowledge 
of  the  public  on  this  subject.  At  all  clinics  the  question  of  diet 
and  food  values  is  discussed  with  the  mothers. 

Shell  Fish  (Molluscum). 

Very  little  business  in  shell  fish  is  carried  out,  only  two  or 
three  shops  selling  mussels  as  a  side  line.  Their  supplies  are 
obtained  from  merchants  in  Mansfield  who  are  supplied  from 
other  merchants  in  Boston,  Lines. 
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SECTION  F.— Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over, 

Infectious  Diseases. 


The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  showed 
a  slight  increase  over  the  preceding  year.  Under  the  Notification 
of  Infectious  Diseases  Act,  69  cases,  exclusive  of  Tuberculosis, 
were  notified  as  against  55  in  1936,  and  67  in  1935. 

Progress  is  still  very  slow  in  the  provision  of  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  for  the  joint  areas.  Difficulty  was  experienced 
in  obtaining  hospital  accommodation  for  cases.  I  am  indebted 
to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  Mansfield,  Worksop,  Chester¬ 
field  Rural  District  and  Sheffield,  for  admitting  cases  to  their 
respective  hospitals. 

A  report  of  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinic  will  be  found 
under  Clinics  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  of  the 
report.  There  are  no  general  immunisation  schemes  in  the  County. 
All  that  can  be  given  is  an  aindividual  immunity. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  Dick  Test  for  Scarlet  Fever 
or  of  measles  serum  for  prophylaxis. 

School  closure  was  not  advised  in  any  case  during  the  year. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  for  half-an-hour  each  morning  and  the  headmasters  of  the 
schools  take  this  opportunity  to  send  suspicious  cases  for  examina¬ 
tion. 

Small  Pox. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

41  Cases  occurred  during  the  year  as  compared  with  27  in 
1936,  and  22  in  1935.  Whenever  possible  home  isolation  is  practised 
and  with  adequate  supervision,  no  spread  of  infection  has  been 
noted.  17  Cases  were  removed  to  hospital  during  1937.  No 
deaths  occurred. 

Diphtheria. 

Only  5  cases  occurred  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
7  in  1936,  and  28  in  1935.  4  Cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

No  deaths  occurred. 

Facilities  continue  to  be  provided  for  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  throat  swabs  at  Mansfield,  and  medical  practitioners 
may  obtain  supplies  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  free  for  the  treatment 
of  cases. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Three  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  The  vision  was  un¬ 
impaired  in  all  cases. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

These  diseases  have  shown  the  usual  seasonal  prevalence. 
No  hospital  accommodation  is  at  present  available  for  severe 
cases  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  isolation  hospital  will  meet 
this  requirement. 

Other  Infectious  Diseases. 

5  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  the  year. 

No  case  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningiti ; 
or  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 
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Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1925,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness,  or  for  the  treatment 
of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  of  the  eyes. 

Cancer. 

All  the  facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Cancer 
(X.Ray,  Radium,  etc.),  are  provided  at  the  Nottingham  and 
Mansfield  Hospitals. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table,  most  cancer  deaths  have 
occurred  in  males,  and  the  stomach  is  the  commonest  organ 
affected.  There  was  only  one  death  from  Cancer  under  50  years 
of  age.

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PATHOLOGICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  FACILITIES. 

The  Notts.  County  Council  undertake  the  testing  of  specimens 
for  Tubercle  and  Diphtheria  Bacilli  in  addition  to  all  bacteriological 
examinations  required  by  the  Venereal  Disease  Clinic.  These 
specimens  are  usually  sent  direct  to  the  County  Authorities  by 
medical  practitioners,  and  we  have  no  record  of  the  exact  number 
or  the  results  of  such  examinations. 

To  obviate  delay  in  the  receipt  of  the  reports  from  Nottingham 
in  connection  with  Diphtheria  specimens,  an  arrangement  was 
made  in  1926  with  the  Mansfield  Corporation  to  examine  such 
specimens.

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  DISINFECTION. 

A  new  “  Thresh  ”  low  pressure  steam  disinfector  was  installed 
in  April.  Advantage  was  taken  of  this  installation  to  remove 
the  disinfecting  station  to  the  Sewage  Works. 

A  bath  and  wash  house,  with  hot  water,  were  also  installed 
and  facilities  are  now  there  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous  persons. 

A  covered  motor  van  is  provided  for  removing  bedding,  etc., 
for  disinfection.
